His fiancee, Swati Samanth, was stand¬ 
ing at her side, there was a police officer close by, and I no¬ 
ticed several (what I thought were) paramedics close by, stand¬ 
ing around and talking. Swati told me later that these men were 
very concerned with getting Keith out of the way of the other 
finishers, but indicated he was just tired and would be all right. 
While the woman (later we discovered was a registered nurse) 
was taking his pulse, one of the younger EMT’s knelt at Kei¬ 
th’s head and started to ask Keith a number of questions: who 
he was, where he was, what day it was, etc. Very alarmed, the 
nurse told the EMT that his pulse was strong but he needed to 
take a blood pressure. The EMT said he was handling the sit¬ 
uation, that a blood pressure was not necessary, and eventual¬ 
ly told the woman he did not need her help. She left reluctant¬ 
ly, very frustrated at the lack of concern and action by the 
EMT’s. (My wife discovered this when she went to thank the 
woman for her help.) 

This whole time I was at Keith’s feet watching my friend

ers moved to assist the young EMT at his head in lifting 
XeitlLonto the stretcher. I asked several times if they 
wanted me to as.sist and was in the process of lifting his 
legs when another EMT finally assisted and I gladly 
backed away. 

As they were getting ready to transport Keith, he 
became more incoherent and delirious and became com¬ 
bative. This was apparent by the comments Keith was 
making in referring to his fiancee and the situation. At

filters responded by stopping the ambulance, opening 
die back dexm^ and stating, “If you don’t want to go to 
the hospital, we will leave you right here.” Swati, know¬ 
ing Keidi was in no conditiim or state of mind to be mak¬ 
ing this decisiem, insisted she talk to him and insisted 
they go to the hospital. 

When Keith arrived at the emergency room of Arca- 
(fia Methodist Hospital, his vitals were taken by hospi¬ 
tal staff. His temperature was 105 degrees, his blotxl 
pressure elevated, and he was severely dehydrated. He 
sexm went into a comatose state due to the extreme sh(x;k 
to his body, and remained in that state for about an hour. 
He was seen by several specialists and admitted to In¬ 
tensive Care due to concern for his cardiovascular con¬ 
dition, his irregular electrolyte levels, and for neurolog¬ 
ical testing. The neurologist attending him in ICU indi¬ 
cated that he was very fortunate that he didn’t die be¬ 
fore he ever got to the hospital. Keith spent three and a 
half days at Arcadia Methodist, over 24 hours in ICU 
because of extremely elevated muscle tissue breakdown, 
kidney, cardiovascular, and neurological concerns. 

I related the above conditions to give you an idea of 
the gravity of my friend’s physical stme before he arrived 
at the hospital. I suppose it was only incidental the fire 
fighters were callous and rude to Swati as well as to the 
patient. I returned to speak with the race official, Mr. 
Sullivan, and two of the fire chiefs in charge after Keith 
was safely in the hands of the hospital staff. Mr. Sulli¬ 
van was very concerned, and he indicated that other 
spectators and racers were disturbed by the behavior of 
the EMT s. I spoke to Deputy Chief Lowe. He gave me 
several reasons why the EMT’s had done an adequate 
job in handling the situation, and that they had made the 
proper decision to get my friend to the hospital where 
he could be attended to rather than waste field time in 
doing tests (i.e. blood pressure, temperature) that were 
more easily done in the hospital. He said that he had 
been present watching his men, and while their response 
was not perfect, it was adequate to the needs of the pa¬ 
tient. He asked me if I didn’t agree that meeting the 
needs of the patient was more important that treating the 
involved parties in a polite manner. I do agree with him, 
and if the professionals involved had only been callous, 
uncoiuremed and rude but responded with the serious 
needs of the situation, there would only be emotional 
harm done, and they would have done their jobs well. 
This is not what happened. They were slow, sloppy, un¬ 
professional, and did not address the situation with the 
seriousness it obviously required. Observing this was 
heart rending. 

Keith’s colh^se, obviously,.was in no part the fault 
of the fire department As I understand it they are there 
to assist when things go wrong. I have chosen to leave 
out one important element that I hope was not a factor 
in my friend’s treatment on Saturday. Keith is African- 
American. His fiancee Swati is of Indian decent. All 
of the emergency personnel “assisting” Keith iqipeared 
to be Caucasian. I believe this does not reflect favor¬ 
ably on Sierra Madre.

trators, says that it nuikes for greater efficiency at both 
the judicial and administrative levels. 

Proposition 221 was the most one-sided of all ballot 
initiatives, passing by an incredible 81 %-19%. The mea- 
siue gi^ the state Commission oh JutlicialPrrfonnancc 
tire authority to discipline subordinate judicial officers. 
Supporters hailed this as a no-brainer, stating that the 
commissioners who act in judgment in a variety of cas¬ 
es should be held accountable in the same maimer as 
judges. 

Proposition 222 passed by more than a 3-1 margin, 
76%-24%. The measure prohibits convicted murderers 
from earning conduct credits to reduce their sentences, 
and .fprl?ids, anyone. conwcle4 oOSIptering a peace of¬ 
ficer of ever being paroled. That’s pf^nbly a good thing; 
I’m against murderers walking the streets, but why the 
distinction between occupaticms? Is it less meaningful 
to kill reporters? Teachers? Doctors? How about not let¬ 
ting any convicted murderers out? 

Proposition 223 was looking like a dead heat yester¬ 
day morning, with a fraction of a percent edge leaning 
toward the ‘no’ side. The measure purported the increase 
administrative efficieirey by limiting the amount of mon¬ 
ey spent on administration to 5% of the district’s funds. 
Supporters considered the issue an important measure 
for administrative reform, but the measure was opposed

on the grounds that the “one size fits all" mentality might 
not be apropriate for all districts, particularly smaller 
ones. 

Proposition 224 would have “affected the use of pri¬ 
vate contracts for state design and engineering projects,” 
according to the ballot language: according to opposi¬ 
tion language, it would have eliminated those private 
contracts, sending the work to Caltrans for public works 
design projects. It failed, 60%-40%. 

Proposition 225, leading narrowly (52%-48%). would 
ask California’s elected officials to help enact a Consti¬ 
tutional amendnunt to impose term limits on members 
of Congress. Memo to the pro-term limits crowd, who 
always profess (to me, anyway) to have an overwhelm¬ 
ing majority of support among California voters: Don’t 
enact a Constitutional anrendment if you believe in term 
limits; jost vote for the candidate who isn’t tneum- 
' bent! The very fact that a legislative mandate is required 
to enact term limits demonstrates that the majority of 
voters don’t believe in them, when push comes to shove. 
Whatever happened to choosing our own representa¬ 
tives? Is there another occupation in which anyone is 
willing to argue that a person should be disqualified on 
the grounds of having experience? 

Probably the most heated of the initiatives (which is 
also shown by the numbers of voters for the initiatives) 
were #s 226 and 227. Proposition 226 would require that 
all employees must annually give their permission to 
labor unions and employers before their dues or wages

Supprirtcrsfelt that the issue was a no-brainer - Take the 
money, get the permission. Opponents noted that union 
members opposing the way their dues are spent can opt 
out via the Beck decision, and that the ineffiency of 
having no money available be the default would effec¬ 
tively eliminate organized labor from the political lob¬ 
bying process.

Nearly 3(X} years ago, street organs serenaded Europe 
in cities like Paris, Brussels, Amsterdam, and London 
in county fairs, traveling bioscopes and sometimes to 
advertise special events.
